."While regretting the reopening of this 
question, which/ can only ' disturb . tbe 
present satisfactory Unanci.il condition

Dettrajed by Fire. 

Bunday afternoon aboht 4:30 the barn 
belonging to the estate of the late William 
Burke was discovered to be on fire, some 
children playing in the yard of a neigh- 
boring - house being tho first ' to see the 
smoke.iasuing from the barn and gave the 
alarm to J. J. Burke #ho at once ran to 
the bam, reaching there . about the time 
that Mrs, Hahlan who had been in tbe 
garden arrived on the scene. 'At the time 
the entire interior of tha building seemed 
to Iw a in ass of fire and emoke, as tbe horses 
■landing, in" the stalls could not be seen and 
seemed to he in the very center of the fire; 
and il was impossible to reach them. The 
buggy and Burry. standing in the wagon 
shed at the north end of the barn were 
taken out and with the lumber wagon in 
front of the barn were taken to "a place of 
safety. Several neighbors living close to 
the place were soon on band and a general 
alarm given which, drew .out nt most the 
entire population of the town and tlio hook 
and ladder brigade, but nothing could he 
done except to protect adjoining buildings 
which," fortunately,; through the lack of a 
high wind, were all. saved and the fire con- 
fined to tbe burn. ' 

The promises . were occupied by • Ale'r 
Hani an and family and his team, harness, 
hay, grain, j mall tools and about twenty 
bushels of potatoes were in the bam at the 
time and all totally destroyed, with no in- 
surance on anything! The barn was In- 
sured in the Hartford ' Insurance * coaipany 
for 8150 which will about cover one half 
the loss, How the fire started will always' 
remain a mystery, as no children or others 
were in tho barn -for some tlmo previous, 
all of tbe. little fellows on tbe Btreet being 
away at somo ot the neighboring houses or 
at their own home ot the time of the "lire, 
but tbe supposition, bourn out somewhat 
by the location of the fire, iB that the horses 
in stamping, at flies probably stepped on a 
match which had been accidently, dropped 
in tho stall, as the fire seemed to". be right 
in their stall or manger when first seen. 
The' barn contained a small quantity of 
buy and straw located in the ; north end,- 
while the horses und other articles were in 
the south end where the fire was first seen. 
The loss to the estate will bo considerable, 
but not as great ns.to Mr. Hanlan who lost 
a very good team oE horses and two Bets of 
harness besides his hay, grain, potatoes, 
etc. Had a strong- Bouth-woat wind been 
blowing at.tbe time it ia doubtful If any of 
the buildings on thestroet'could have been 
saved, na the, lack ,o£ adaquato means of 
fighting firawas' painfully manifest, "prih- 
ci pally 'through lack of water, although the 
wells on tbo street, owing to the ahdudant 
rains of the; past two months,- oro i a -hotter, 
shape than ever before at Hub time of the 
year. While the loss is considerable to 
those who bad their property destroyed, it 
was indeed a fortunate fire, coming as it 
did in ; the afternoon and with scarcely any 
wind blowing from any direction.
